WAR DEBTS AGAIN 


Very apparently th ere i* a ch ange of opinion 
in respect to eith er th e cancellation or th e ex­ 
tension of th e payment of th e Allied war debts 
to th e United States. 
Secretary of Treasury 
Mellon is in London. He h as been counselling 
with Ramsay MacDonald. He undoubtedly h as 
been in touch with th e President of th e United 
States. 
President Hbover h as been, up to th is mo­ 
ment, unswerving in h is insistence on th e pay­ 
ment of th e Allied war debts, regardless of 
Germany’s payment to th e Allies. 
But facts 
are stubborn th ings. 
And th ese 
stubborn 
th ings h are got in th e way. 
After all, th e nations of th e earth , aside 
from Russia, recognize th at self-preservation is 
more important th an th e insistence on th e pay­ 
ment of any particular debt. 
If Germany can't 
pay with out a revolution, It means in th e end 
th at th e Allies couldn’t get th e money anyh ow. 
It would mean, if th ere were a revolution in 
Germany, th at Germany and Russia would prob­ 
ably form an alliance for self-protection. Th e 
th eory upon wh ich th ose insisting upon th e pay­ 
ment of th e war debts h ave been working,— 
th at th ey owe th e money and must “fork over,” 
and th en in case of argument, point to th e 
amount spent for armament in th e various coun­ 
tries, as an evidence th at th ey could pay, seems 
to be beside th e poiui after all, for th e de­ 
termination to arm is due to a fear complex 
th at cannot be affected by th eir improvident 
condition, regardless of th e argument of th e 
critic* 
If we are forced to forgive and endeavor to 
forget, or even postpone, under th e compulsion 
wh ich looks likely now, it is unfortunate indeed 
th at we didn’t do it month s ago, under h igh er 
motives th at would h ave h ad someth ing of an 
ennobling effect upon European nations. 
For 
do not forget th at for th e United States to 
h elp finance Germany, so th at Germany can 
pay th e Allies some of th e installments on 
wh at’s coming to th em, so th at th e Allies in 
turn can pay th e United States, doesn't h elp 
th e payment of debts. 


Imatlng it, th ey could be said to possess no 
value at all. 
Th ere h as been s general criticism of re­ 
search in th at it is much more interested in th e 
quest th an in th e use of facts. 
Th e rapture of 
pursuing is not to h e discounted, but after all 
th ere sh ould be some arrivals. 
As Heywood 
Broun once said: “Th ere are times wh en we 
must step backward or forward, to th e righ t 
or to th e left.” 
Th ere h as been, in th e esti­ 
mation of many, too much emph asis upon th e 
quest, treating ach ievements as incidental by­ 
products. 
We sh ould like to see President 
Hutch in’s address in print, and get th e reactions 
of educators to it. 
Th ere may be more th an 
one side to th e matter, but we confess th at in 
reading th e address th e young president made 
h is point. 
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Can It Make the Grade? 


INCREASED FREIGHT RATES 


Our artist today h as represented th e proposed 
increased freigh t rates for th e railroads as a 
large and h eavy-laden car, h olding h ack busi­ 
ness as it is on th e upgrade. 
Th ere probably is considerable truth in th e 
th ough t beh ind th is illustration, and yet any 
one wh o h as studied th e conditions of th e rail­ 
roads in th e country, and given anyth ing more 
th an a mere glance at th e figures, knows th at 
someth ing will h ave to h e done to save th em. 
Trucks, th e buses, and th e automobiles h ave 
drawn such a great amount of traffic from th e 
railroads th at, in spite of th e greatest economy 
th at th ey are able to put in force, th ey are 
reach ing th e point wh ere th ey are unable to 
prevent a serious deficit. And th ey h ave effect­ 
ed economics. In a way, th e increasing compe­ 
tition with wh ich th ey h ave been confronted 
th ese past years, h as forced th em to exercise th e 
best judgment, upon all ph ases of th eir opera­ 
tions, but th ere is a point beyond wh ich th ey 
cannot go. 
Th at point, very apparently, is reach ed. 
It 
is to be feared th at increased freigh t rates will 
not solve th e problem. 
It will add to th e bur­ 
den, in our present business conditions, at 
th ose places wh ere th e burden now is too h eavy. 
And yet th ere must be an increased income, or 
a lack of efficiency, wh ich will h urt business 
far worse. 
Th e United States probably would 
not stand for a subsidy. It is a major serious 
problem of th e country.

AN INTERESTING PROBLEM 


A Pasadena man was convicted last March 
of killing th ree persons with an automobile.

Society is vague, h as little meaning, and even 
th e victims of th e wrong-doer are not th ere in 
person to plead for th emselves. 
Th ey, in 
many cases, are unable to be th ere. 
Th ey are 
dead and gone. 
And th e h andclasp, th e liv­ 
ing organism of th e individual, makes a migh ty 
strong appeal to th e “warm h eart” of th e Gov­ 
ernor. 
Th e people of th e state of California h ave 
quite an interesting problem on th eir h ands. 
It’s awfully h ard to laugh some th ings off. 


A FATHER HONORS A SON 


Th ere was someth ing dramatic in th e oc­ 
casion wh en President William J. Hutch ins of 
Berea (Kentucky) College conferred th e de­ 
degree of LL.D. upon h is son, President Rob­ 
ert M. Hitch ins of Ch icago University. 
Under 
ordinary circumstances it migh t h ave been some­ 
wh at indelicate; but th e distinction wh ich h as 
been won by th e son in th e realm of education 
made it not only appropriate, but eminently 
fitting, th at a fath er sh ould th us h onor h is son. 
And if th ere h ad been any doubt about it, 
th at doubt would h ave been dispelled after th e 
masterly address given by th e son on th e oc- 
casion. It was strong indictment against mod­ 
ern education, wh ich h as not furnish ed th e 
leadersh ip to th e country and th e world to pre­ 
v ent such ch aos as exists in th e political and 
industrial world today. Th e young man ch arg- 
« d that education h ad too much confined itself 
to gathering and 
imparting facts, wh ich in a 
mutilated form had been returned

fessor by the student, in examinations for wh ich 
a degree was giv en. 
Education, h e said, sh ould 
deal not only with the “ what” and th e 
“wh y’ 
of things, but the “ what for” of th ings.

intercollegiate 
con­ 
tests. 
W h ile th is m ay be th e case in som e col­ 
leges, It h ardly fits in w ith th e observations of 
some of th e leading students of collegiate ath letics 
wh o h ave found th a t intram ural and class sports 
are indulged in by m any m ore undergraduates wh en 
th ey know th a t th ey will h ave one or tw o ch ances 
of m eeting team s from oth er institutions. 
R eports also sh ow th a t th ere are a num ber of 
colleges 
in 
w h ich 
intercollegiate com petition 
h as 
increased instead of lessened. 
Take H arvard and 
Tale. 
Th ey are yearly Increasing th e num ber of 
contests betw een 
th em , and, w h at is more, th is 
is resulting in m ore undergraduates turning out 
to take part. 
Furth erm ore, K is h ard to under­ 
stand wh y intercollegiate sports sh ould 
h e given 
up by colleges wh ich are m aintaining th em on a 
h igh plane just because som e oth ers may lower 
th eir standard* to make a fictitious sh owing. 
In speaking of football as a comm ercial ven­ 
ture, th e bulletin declares tw o forces are th re a t­ 
ening th e gam e: One Is a dectine In popularity w ith 
th e public, and th e oth er is professional football. 
B ut it is difficult to reconcile th e num ber of spec­ 
tator» w h o attended th e college gam es last year 
w ith a statem ent th a t th ere is a general decline. 
Borne colleges m ay h ave noted sm aller attendances, 
but th a t Is a condition wh ich prevailed In m any 
oth er activities and 
m ay well be due to 
oth er 
reasons, particularly economic. 
As for professional 
football seriously affecting 
college gam e attendance, It is enougb to rem em ber 
th at th e sentim ent back of a college game, both as 
regards th e player and th e spectator, can never 
be grafted onto a professional game. 
So long as 
th is rem ains true, professional football is not likely 
to afreet seriously th e college game. 
R eferring to th e extensive betterm ent noted in 
college ath letics, th e bulletin says th a t th ere h us 
apparently been a decrease In disposition to regard 
problem» as solved or Im provem ents as effectu­ 
ated m erely by announcing a new policy or modi­ 
fying old procedure. 
AI1 of th is is very tru» . 
U n­ 
less th ose colleges w h ich h ave been 
proclaim ing 
h ow th ey are bettering th eir ath letics are sincere 
in putting th eir w ords into effect, little will be 
gained. 
T h at one of th e m ost effective w ays of 
bringing all of th e college» up to a h igh er standard 
is by h aving th ose wh ich sincerely desire to place 
intercollegiate sport» w h ere th ey belong refuse to 
sch edule game» w ith th ose wh ich do not care to 
adopt stricte r standards, is observed in th e bulletin, 
and it is pleasing to find th a t th e publication re ­ 
ports th is practice “is sh arpening year by year.”

Business risks are in­ 
herent in the nature of business. 
They must be assumed by 
somebody . 


The farmer does not create pests and the weather and shift­ 
ing price-lev els and foreign competition. 
Either the farmer him­ 
self assum« all these risks, or he shifts some of them to others. 
This is equally true of risks which are run by the prospector, 
the miner, the merchant, and the contractor. 
Unless somebody 
runs these risks, mankind will hav e to go without bread and oil 
and tools and houses. 


In the construction of the Stadium at Berkeley , numerous 
risks were inv olv ed; the risk of injury to workmen, for ex ample. 
This risk was part and parcel of the enterprise. 
Somebody had 
to carry it. 


But nobody has to bet on the outcome of a California-Stan- 
ford baseball game. 
In placing a bet, the gambler creates a risk. 
In placing an 
employ ers’ liability policy , the insurance company takes ov er an 
ex isting risk. 
Gambling, in short, is taking chances on artificial risks. Such 
risks, at Reno or elsewhere, are not a necessary part of business 
enterprise. 
Economically , society does not care whether the race-track 
gambler bets on Fire-Fly or on Spark-Plug, or on neither.
